Trusties Bring Breakfast. 

Shortly after 6 a. m. along came five 
trusties with breakfast.. One had coffee, an- 
other milk, another bread, another butter, 
and the last one oatmeal. 

About twenty minutes to 7 a bell rang and 
every cell rattled open, except mine. Bach 
prisoner swept out. 

When they reached the yard I was let out. 
The guard on the big outer gate would not 
turn the key. I took it as a joke until he 
half way convinced me that they do no 
jesting on that gate. I argued eloquently 
the necessity. for my getting a bath as soon 


as possibie. 


Deputy Warden to Rescue. 

“There is no joke about this,” declared 
the guard. Tou will have to get some 
one to vouch for you before I turn the key 
and that's all there is to it.“ 

The deputy warden came to my rescue and 
I hurried for a tub. 

“ Those cells are the worst feature of this 
prison,” said the warden later. They are 
poorly ventilated, and insanitary. The sun 
never strikes half of them. We put a man 
in one and he begins to fade away. First 
he complains of stomac.: trouble, tuberculo- 
sis often follows. The state of Michigan 
seemed to think it must not waste ground 
when it erected those cells.“ 

They are so constructed that the foul air 
rises to the ceiling, and then cannot escape 
from the upper tiers. 

The prisoners of Marquette have consider- 
able more time out in the yard than the con- 
victs at Jackson; yet the Marquette prison- 
ers 8 d almost fourteen hours out of every 
day in their cells. That means that in a 
week of 168 hours the convicts spend ap- 
proximately 118 hours in the holes of brick 
and mortar. 


Arise at 6 A. N. 

They get up at 6 in the morning, eat their 
breakfast, and are out in the shops by 7 on 
Weekdays. At noon they are marched to their 
cells, wnere they are fed again. At 1 they re- 
turn to the shops and work until 4:40 p. m.

DEVICE REVEALS HEART BEAT 
HUNDREDS OF MILES AWAY. 


Viectric Current from Hands Placed in 
Warm Salt Water Carried ” Wires 
to Instrument. 


Boston, Mass., Sept. 22.—[Special.]J—A de- 
vice by which a physictan may literally see 
the heart beat of a patient hundreds of miles 
away is in use at Harvard medical school, 
according to Dr. Percy E. Brown, X-ray ex- 
pert, and Dr. Ernest S. Martin of the Harvard 
laboratory of physiology. 

All the patient has to do is to place his 
hands in a solution of warm salt water. The 
electric current from the hands, which are 
the positive and negative poles, is carried by 
wires to the instrument whit shows the 
heart beats. 

It is said that the new method is of special 
value in cases where a physician has been 
caring for a patient for a long time and 80 is 
familiar with his physical condition, but is 


unable ta be at his bedside constantly. 


The physician could see the heart action 
and see whether there was improvement or 
whether the patient was weakening. As he 
would know his patient thoroughly he could 
ascertain his heart's condition through the 
electrical device and prescribe accordingly;

D. C., Sept. 22.—Secretary 
Fisher’s action, last January in revoking the 
order of former Indian Commissioner Valen-. 
tine, barring reA‘gious garb or insignia from 
government Indian schools, was upheld by 
President Taft ig: an order made public to- 
day. 

The decision of fhe president is that teach- 
ers now employed in Indian Schools may 
continue to wear thie garb of their religious 
orders, but the privilege is denied to any | 
persons hereafter emtering the service. This 
ruling will permit the government to fulfill its 
obligations, the presiiient says, to the teach- 
ers who were taken inti? the government serv-. { 
fee when religious schools were taken over | 
bodily as government institutions. 


| Final of Long Dispute. 

The president’s ruling is the final step in a 1 
controversy that has emguged the interior } 
department with religious bodies more than 
a year. Commissioner Valentine's order 
would have prohibited ary teachers from: 
wearing religious garb in the Indian schools 
after the end of the last school year. 

President Taft's order and a letter from 
Secretary Fisher to Mr. Valentine, which 
accompanies it, lay stress on the fact that 
Commissioner Valentine issued his ruling 
without consulting the secretary or the pres- 
ident, and while the entire subject was under 
investigation. Mr. Fisher's revocation of the 
order now is made final. 

Secretary Fisher's formal letter says the 
government had long left the education of! | 
the Indians to religious missionaries, anc! | 
that when it finally degan a systematic han 
Gling of the educational problem it took over 
‘many of the religious schools and brougt t 
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their teachers into the government classi- 
fied service. 


Affects Fifty-one Teachers. 

“The transfers thus have often been ef- 
fected by the government's renting denomi- 
national schools and taking over the whole 
plant and the teachers as well,” said Pres- 
ident Taft. 

It appears that out of 2,000 teachers in 
the Indian schools there are fifty-one who 
wear a religious garb and who are regularly 


‘| classified members of the government civil 


service. To direct them to give up their re- 
ligious garb would necessarily cause their 
leaving the service because of their vows 
under which they have assumed the garb.” 

Secretary Fisher holds there is no legal 
prohibition against the employment of gov- 
ernment teachers who wear religious dress, 
and that opinion is indorsed by the president. 
It is pointed out that sectarian religious in- 
struction is not given in any of the schools 
now under government control. 


SKYSCRAPER RESIDENCE SOON. 


John D. Rockefeller Jr. Will Occupy 
Eight Story House in Fifty-fourth 
Street, New Tork. 


New York, Sept. 22.—New York's pioneer 
skyscraper residence is just about to be 
completed. This first mansion of the new 
“ skyline is located at 10 West Fifty-fourth 
street and will stand eight stories high. Itis 
to be the home of John D. Rockefeller Jr. 
The magnificent palace will be ready for 
occupancy at Christmas time. 

The architectural design is of Italian re- 
neissance. The effects of the roof garden 
playground with an ornamental pergola are 
expected to be most imposing.

LONDON, Sept. 2.—0On next Saturday 
Unionists of the northern counties of Ire- 
land propose to register their formal defiance 
of home rule. Gathering in halls and market 
places, even in churches. the men of Ulster 
will sign a covenant pledging themselves 
never to submit to any government from 
Dublin which may be imposed upon the coun- 
try dy the Asquith-Redmond bill passed in 
the house of commons. 

„Ulster day is the designation chosen 
for this remarkable political sacrament. Ac- 
cording to its promoters it will prove a shell 
of determination so solemn and impressive 
that the British cabinet will hesitate long 
before attempting to enforce’ its scheme for 
partial separation of Ireland from the United 


| Kingdom. 


Viewed through spectacles of another po- 
litical color the affair is not to be taken 
seriously. 


No Alarm in England. 

Home rule in its revived form of local self- 
government instead of complete separation 
for Ireland has aroused no deeper political 
feeling in England than other questions— 
the tariff, the lords, and Lloyd-George's tax- 
ation measures. Indeed, most Englishmen 
appear willing that Ireland should have 
about all the power inyolved in Mr. Red- 
mond’s program, if only the constant strife 
and racial bitterness can be ended. 

But the stumbling block has developed in 
the Unionists of Ulster. Before they will 
submit to separation they will have civil war,’ 
their leaders threaten. Home rulers, how- 
ever, treat these threats with ridicule. 

The Belfast corporation has recommended 
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all employers to give Saturday 4e their men 
as a 16 day of rest. 

The covenant is to be signed on the steps 
of the Belfast cathedral and religious serv- 
ices will held there, as well as in many 
Presbyte Methodist, and Church of Ire- 
land places of worship in Ulster. 

The signing of the covenant may prove the 
prelude to @ great rebelllon or it may be a 
flash in the pan. Two years at best must 


elapse before home rule can begin to be es- 


tablished, because the house of lords can 
hold up thé bill for that time. The present 
drift of political feeling indicates that the 
Liberal party may go out of office within 
that period. Ulster day, however, may be an 
excited occasion. Great polit meetings 
in Belfast seldom pass without collisions be- 
tween Orangemen and Hibernians.

as is now accorded to decisions sustaining 
euch legislation.”

The Incumbent is an octogenarian physi- 
clan, Sir Thomas Crosby, and Sir David has 
long been at the head of one of the principal 
firms of surveyors in the metropolis of the 
British empire. } 

He is a man ofa little over O0, is married, 
is a Conservative in politics, and was 
knighted in 1908 by the late King Edward 
for his services as sheriff of London.

The election of the lord mayor used to be 
held on the feast of the translation of St. 
Edward, Oct. 13; but it was altered to 
Michaelmas day, that is to say, Sept. 20, by 
an act of the common council, dating from 
the reign of Henry VIII. Michaelmas falling 
on Sunday next, the election will be held on 
Saturday. 

The electors constitute a body known as 
the common hall, and consist of the alder- 
men and Hverymen, that is to say, members 
of the various city liveries, guilds, or com- 
panies, the lord mayor acting as president 
and the sheriffs performing the duties of re- 
turning officers. 

The powers of the common hall are con- 
fined to the election of the lord mayor and 
of the sheriffs, who each hold office for a 
year. The aldermen are elected for life by 
the various city guilds, and, if they refuse 
to serve, are obliged to pay a fine of $2,500, 
which can likewise be imposed upon any of 
their number who refuse to put in a term 
as lord mayor. ‘ 

The new lord mayor will be inducted Into 
office on Nov. 9. Formerly the date of the 
inauguration was Oct. 29, the day after the 
feast of St. Simon and St. Jude, but this date 
Was changed more than 150 years ago to 
Nov. 9 by a statute bearing the signature of 
George II.

Sir David Burnett will be the first prac- 
ticing surveyor in many decades to become 
lord mayor of London. 

All sorts of trades are represented in the 
long list of chief magistrates of the city. 
Thus, Sir Nicholas Wotton, who was lord 
mayor during the reign of Henry V., was a 
pawnbroker and had the honor of serving as 
“uncle to the king, who, being on one oc~ 
casion hard pressed for money, pledged his 
jewels with “Old Nick.” 

Thomas Coke, lord mayor in 1468, was a

Marquis CamiHo Ruspoli of Rome must 
not be confounded with his kinsman, Don 
Camillo Ruspoli of Madrid, who belongs to 
the Spanish branch of the family. This 
Spanish line was founded by his grandfather 
and namesake, Camillo Ruspoli, when he 
married Dona Carlotta Godoy y Borbon, 
daughter of that extraor¢cinary adventurer, 
Manuel Godoy, who, through the favor of 
Queen Maria Luisa of Spain, was loaded 
with honors, invested with the office of prime 
minister, created Duke of La Alcudia and 
of Sueca, lord high admiral of the navy, 
and captain general of the army, and finally 
after his negotiation of the treaty of Basle 
received the title of “‘ Prince of the Peace. 

Not content with this. Queen Marita Luisa 
even found him a semi-royal wife, Maria 
Teresa de Borbon, a near relative of the 
king. 

Godoy to such an extent was pursued by 
the popular execration that almost invari- 
ably falls to the favorites of rulers that his 
countrymen forget the, services which he 
rendered to the nation. ° 

Thus, while premier, he founded the Royal 
Medical college at Madrid, which put an end 
to the reign of quacks and barber-surgeons: 
he organized asylums for the care of found- 
lings and for the relief of the deaf and dumb: 
he created an institution of veterinary sur- 
gery, until then entirely unknown, and did 
much to promote technical education. 

When Queen Maria Luisa’s son came to the 
throne as Ferdinand VII. he straightway 
deprived Godoy not only of all his titles but 
also Of all his property. 

Driven into exile, Godoy spent the re- 
mainder of his days in Paris under the name 


‘of M. Manuel dependent upon 4 Small an- 


nuity settled upon him by King Louis Phi- 
ippe of France, and died in 1851, 4 few weeks 
prior to Napoleon IIL’s coup d'état, in a 
dingy flat behind the opera. 

True, Queen Isabella II. had in 1847, at the 
instance of King Louis Philippe, sigmed a 
decree restoring to Godoy all his titles and 
ordering the restoration of his property. 
But the actual possessors of his estates knew 
well how, by the tedious delays and circumio- 
cutions of the Spanish law, to postpone from 
month to month the fulfillmeht of the ord 
until after his death. ‘

It is not fair, however, to judge a natior’s 
cooking by what you get in public places. Peo- 
ple of the same social station the world over 
are likely to have about the same grade of 
cooking. One must get into the English home 
to get the real ‘.nklish fare, and tuts is easier 
said than done. 

The first meals L had in England were, with- 
out exception, excellent. The dinner on the 
special steamer train from Plymouth to Lon- 
don, the meals at my small and well known 
hotel for Americans, and then a dinner at the 
grand Savoy were all good. 

I saw the cinnamon colored sheep on a score 
of hills as I passed through southwestern Eng- 
land, but I have had only the mutton chop as 
yet boiled mutton not once, although I have 
been almost a week in London and England, 
the greatest mutton eating country in the 
world except, perhaps, the Australian part of 
the empire. But I have had that other joint,” 
the roast beef, from the beginning, for which 
the English seem to have a sort of frantic 
fondness. 


One of the ways of cooking the shoulder of 
mutton which is much favored, I am told, pro- 
duces something called “Australian goose.’ 
This is a shoulder of mutton boned and stuffed 
with sage and onions as though it were a piece 
of pork.

The English have a great way of flanking a 
little piece of meat with a slice or two of raw 
tomato, or with a whole one of their small 
tomatoes fried. 

Roast Shoulder of Mutton with Tomatoes 
(Tried Favorites Recipe).—Stuffing: Teacup of 
bread crumbs, one-half teacup of suet, table- 
spoon each of parsley and mixed herbs, the 
grated rind of a lemon and the juice, one-half 
teaspoon of salt, of pepper rather Wos, yolk 
of egg. Place all ingredients in small basin, 
mix thoroughly, and add lemon juice and egg. 
Wipe mutton with a hot water cloth, take out 
bones, and spread stuffing; sew up, lacing, and 
leaving both ends to draw out when cooked. 
Oven should be very hot. Place on tin (with 
double dish, under one filled with water to 
absorb gases from meat), pour dripping over it, 
and baste frequently until the last quarter of 
an hour, when it should be allowed to dry and 
become crisp. Place baste side down. Cook 
twenty minutes to oh pound and twenty 
over. Tomatoes should be sprinkled with salt 
after skinning them, and baked on a slightly 
Steased tin five or ten minutes. Dip in hot 
water to remove skin.

Market Refractory, Owing to 
Tightness of Cash on N. 
Y. Stock Exchange. 


SHORTS BID UP SHARES. 


Try to Cover by Boosting Prices 
on Themselves; U. S. Treas- 
ury May Ald Situation.

New York, Sept, We stock market last 
week showed itself refractory to the restraint 
of the tight condition of the money market. 
Any relaxation In money saw a rallying 
tendency, which became more p at 
the week-end seasion. 

The quick in prices when pres- 
sure Was removed was an indication that 
selling at the lower tevels represented the 
necessities of sellers, rather than appraise- 
ment of values. 

The selling diminished to such an extent 
that uncovered shorta bid up prices on them- 
selves in the effort to secure Stocks. 


Interior Banks Get Accounts. 

Various causes joined to relieve the imme- 
diate pressure on stock market borrowers, 
without, however, insuring continuance of 
the easier conditions. 

Accounts were transferred to interior 
banks, the deposit labilities in New York 
being thus further reduced and the reserve 
requirements modified. A reassuring effect 
was produced by the steps taken by the treas- 
ury department to inform itself of the de- 
sirability of relief by treasury deposits with 
the banks. 

The beginning of the gold import move- 
ment, the comparative equanimity with 
which it was received abroad, and the flow- 
ing tide of the : grain harvests to market af- 
forded assurance of a source of relief for 
legitimate need of money. 

The corn crop advanced another stage to- 
wards safety from the hazard of frost and 
the promise of a grain harvest a billion 
bushels in excess of last year received new as- 
surance. 

Receipts of grain at primary points far in 
excess of previoue records showed the rush 
to make up completed supplies from lest 
year's shortage. 

Helps Our Money Market. 

The growing need of European countries 
for these supplies in the face of their own 
failing prospects helped in securing needed 
credit for our money market. 

The August foreign trade statement made 
a new record by a broad margin for both 
exports and importa, thus explaining the 
high ocean freights now ruling. 

The cause of the record August export lies 
with manufactured products, and the iron 
trade reports that higher prices are being 
secured for stee] abroad than at home for the 
first time since 1898. 

The domestic iron and steel market con- | 
tinued strong and active. Copper was well 
bought, with some inducement caused by 
labor troubles in the Utah mines. Deteriora- 
tion in cotton proved but a small factor. 


TRAVELING MEN URGE REFORMS 
IN ILLINOIS RAILROAD LAWS. 


Demand That Passengers Be Permitted 
to Transfer at All Crossinge—Ask In- 
formation on Late Trains. 


F. C. Williams, representing the United 
Commercial Travelers, yesterday announced 
proposed reforms in the railway laws of 
a near convention. Among the proposed 
Illinois, which, he said, will be considered at 
laws are measures providing that— 


All passengers shall be permitted to transfer at 
all railway crossings except where it le shown to 
be derimente! to public service. 

Depots at railway crossings where passengers 
are transferred. 

The same rate of fare on trains as the regular 
published ticket rates, except thet an additional 
amount of 10 cents may be charged where fares 
are paid on trains. Receipte must be issued for 
fares pald on trains and where an edditional 
amount of 10 cents is charged for train fares, such 
receipts to be red male to holder at any of the 
issuing company’s ticket offices. 

Accurate information must be given the public 
when requested as to whether or not trains are on 
time and if late, how late. 

Passengers traneferring from slow trains to fast 
trains going in the same direction to be permitted to 
retain their tickets the same as through the 
of conductores in any other manner.

During the same period Pennsylvania 
anthracite, chestnut size, advanced in 2% 
out of 27 cities, and bituminous advanced in 
17 out of 82 cities. The price remained un- 
changed in 12 cities and declined in 8 cities. 


In the North Atlantic states Pennsylvania . 


white ash coal, stove size, was 11.3 per cent 
higher on April 15, 1912, than a year before, 
Pennsylvania anthracite white ash, chestnut 
te, 11.9 higher, and bituminous 11 per cent 
higher. 

These were the largest increases. while in 
the western states the prices were unchanged 
or there was no data for anthracite end bi- 
tuminous coal was 1.7 per cent less than on 
April 16, 1911. 

The net prices of gas for household use on 
April 15, compared with the previous year, 
showed that reductions ranged from 5 to 16 
cents for manufactured gas among 54 com- 
panies in 36 cities and practically unchanged 
among the natural gas plants.

Persuasion and Warning in Letter Sent 
to All Candidates in Effort to Reduce 
Flaring Bills. 

The Municipal Art league is on its seasonal 
campaign against the political bill poster, 
and has sent letters to all candidates in an 
effort to dissuade them from the broadcast 
use of bills during the campaign. The letter 

opens with a suggested request, then quotes 

the law against billposting, and ends with a 

few remarks about police enforcement. The 

league thinks one of the three arguments 
ought to be effective. 

The letter follows: 

During the present political campaign the 
Municipal Art league would greatly appre- 
ciate the cotiperation of all candidates in se- 
curing a reduced amount of political bill- 
posting throughout the city. Sections 171 to 
177 of the municipal code provide that all 
bill posting done in Chicago shall be done by 
licensed bili posters, who are required to pay 
a fee for this privilege. 

“It is unlawful to fasten, or cause to be 
fastened, any poster of any kind within the 


«limits of any street in the city of Chicago. 


It is unlawful to post upon any private prop- 
erty without first securing written consent 
to do so. Any poster which exceeds twelve 
square feet in area requires a permit from 
the commissioner of buildings. The fines for 
violating any of the provisions of the ordi- 
nance range from $10 to §200 for each offense. 

“The chief of police has issued an order 
that the provisions of the ordinance shall be 
enforced.”
